The  fulfilment  of  requirements  for  the 
defense  of  the  United  States  will  result 
in  a  shortage  of  the  supply  of  butter  for 
defense,  for  private  *account,  and  for 
export;  and  the  following  order  is 
deemed  necessary  and  appropriate  in 
the  public  interest  and  to  promote  the 
national  defense: 

§  1401.202  Butter  to  be  set  aside — 
(a)  Definitions.  (1)  "Butter"  means 
the  food  product  usually  known  as  butter 
and  which  is  made  exclusively  from  milk 
or  cream,  or  both,  with  or  without  com- 
mon salt,  and  with  or  without  additional 
coloring  matter,  and  containing  not  less 
than  80  percent  by  weight  of  milk  fat,  all 
tolerances  having  been  allowed.  Unless 
otherwise  specified  by  the  Administrator, 
such  term  shall  include  butter  made  from 
milk  or  cream  containing  whey  cream 
and  shall  exclude  butter  made  entirely 
from  whey  cream. 

(2)  "U.  S.  89  score,"  means  U.  S.  Grade 
C,  or  89  score,  butter,  determined  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  Official  United  States 
Standards  for  Grades  of  Creamery  But- 
ter, issued  by  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture on  January  30,  1943  (8  F.  R.  1327). 

(3)  "Person"  means  any  individual, 
partnership,  corporation,  association,  or 
any  other  business  entity  or  organized 
group  of  persons,  whether  incorporated 
or  not. 

(4)  "Authorized  receiver"  means  any 
person  who  holds  a  letter  of  authority 
in  force  and  effect,  issued  to  him  by  the 
Administrator,  to  receive  butter  set  aside 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  hereof.  The 
term  "authorized  receiver"  shall  also  in- 
clude any  person  who  is  authorized  pur- 
suant hereto  to  receive  such  butter. 

(5)  "Set  aside"  means  to  set  aside  and 
hold  for  sale  and  delivery  to  any  desig- 
nated agency. 

(6)  "Designated  agency  means  <i)  the 
Armed  Services  of  the  United  States  (ex- 
cluding, for  the  purposes  of  this  order, 
the  United  States  Army  post  exchanges, 
the  United  States  Navy  ship  service  de- 
partments, and  the  United  States  Marine 
Corps  post  exchanges);  (ii)  War  Ship- 
ping Administration;  (iii)  Veterans'  Ad- 
ministration; and  (iv>  any  other  agencies 
designated  by  the  Administrator. 

(7)  "Armed  Services  of  the  United 
States"  means  the  Army,  the  Navy,  the 
Marine  Corps,  and  the  Coast  Guard  of 
the  United  States. 

(8)  "Producer"  means  a  person  who 
produces  butter  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  order. 

(9)  "Administrator"  means  the  Ad- 
ministrator, Production  and  Marketing 
Administration,  United  States  Depart-' 
ment  of  Agriculture,  or  any  officer  or  em- 
ployee of  the  Department  to  whom  the 
Administrator  has  heretofore  lawfully 
delegated,  or  to  whom  he  may  hereafter 
lawfully  delegate,  the  authority  to  act 
in  his  stead.

(8)  No  person  may  serve  as  an  author- 
ized receiver  unless  he  has  received  from 
the  Administrator  a  letter  of  authority  in 
force  and  effect  to  serve  as  an  author- 
ized receiver  pursuant  hereto.  Any  let- 
ter of  authority  heretofore  issued  pursu- 
ant to  War  Food  Order  2~.o.  2,-  as  amended 
on  April  1,  1945  (10  F.R.  3512),  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  a  proper  letter  of  authority 
in  force  and  effect  as  if  issued  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  this  order. 

Any  person  who  desires  to  serve  as  an 
authorized  receiver  on  or  after  May  1, 
1946  and  who  does  not  hold  a  letter  of 
authority  as  aforesaid,  shall  file  with 
the  Administrator  an  application  there- 
for, upon  a  form  approved  by  the  Ad- 
ministrator, setting  forth  the  informa- 
tion requested  in  said  form  of  applica- 
tion. Thereupon,  the  Administrator 
shall  consider  such  applicatir  a  and  issue 
a  letter  of  authority  if,  in  Lie  opinion  of 
the  Administrate:,  the  issuance  of  such 
letter  of  authority  is  necessary  or  ap- 
propriate in  the  public  interest  and  to 
promote  the  national  defense.  Any  letter 
of  authority  effective  hereunder  may  be 
revoked  at  any  time  by  the  Administra- 
tor; and  all  letters  of  authority  issued 
to  become  effective  on  or  after  April  1, 
1945,  shall  expire  on  March  31,  1947,  or 
on  such  other  date  as  the  Administrator 
may  specify  by  order.  No  person  shall 
represent  himself  to  be  an  authorized 
receiver  unless  he  holds  a  letter  of  au- 
thority, as  aforesaid,  in  force  and  effect. 
No  person  other  than  an  authorized  re- 
ceiver shall,  unless  otherwise  authorized 
herein,  purchase,  receive,  or  deal  in  but- 
ter set  aside  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
hereof. 

(c)  Inventory  restrictions.  (1)  On  and 
after  June  1,  1946: 

(i)  No  producer  shall,  during  any  cal- 
endar month,  unless  authorized  in  writ- 
ing by  the  Administrator,  produce  butter 
so  long  as  the  total  quantity  of  butter, 
set  aside  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  order,  owned  by  such  person  is  equal 
at  least  to  the  total  quantity  of  all  butter 
required,  by  the  provisions  of  this  order, 
to  be  set  aside  by  such  person  during  the 


immediately  preceding  calendar  month; 
and 

(ii)  No  authorized  receiver  shall,  dur- 
ing any  calendar  month,  unless  author- 
ized in  writing  by  the  Administrator, 
buy,  contract  to  buy,  accept  delivery  of, 
or  otherwise  acquire  butter  so  long  as  the 
total  quantity  of  butter,  set  aside  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  this  order, 
owned  by  such  person  is  equal  at  least 
to  the  total  quantity  of  butter  required, 
by  the  provisions  of  this  order,  to  be  set 
aside  by  such  person  during  the  imme- 
diately preceding  calendar  month. 

(2)  Each  producer  and  each  author- 
ized receiver,  respectively,  shall  retain 
in  his  possession  at  all  times  a  quantity 
of  set-aside  butter  which  is  equal  to  the 
total  quantity  of  butter  required  to  be 
set  aside  by  each  such  person  minus  the 
quantity  of  set-aside  butter  (i)  sold  and 
delivered  by  such  person  to  authorized 
receivers  or  designated  agencies,  and 
(ii)  released  from  the  set-aside  provi- 
sions hereof. 

(d)  Releases  by  the  Administrator. 
The  Administrator  shall  release  any  set- 
aside  butter  from  the  restrictions  of  this 
order  upon  receipt  of  a  request  for  such 
release  from  the  person  owning  such  set- 
aside  butter,  if  the  Administrator  deter- 
mines that  no  designated  agency  has 
contracted  for,  or  declared  its  intention 
or  desire  to  contract  for,  such  butter 
within  15  days  after  the  date  on  which 
such  butter  was  offered  to  designated 
agencies  in  accordance  with  the  respec- 
tive agency's  customary  procedure  for 
accepting  offers. 

(e)  Existing  contracts.  The  provi- 
sions of  this  order  and  of  any  regulation 
or  order  pursuant  hereto  shall  be  ob- 
served without  regard  to  contracts  here- 
tofore or  hereafter  entered  into  or  any 
rights  accrued  or  payments  made  there- 
under. This  order  shall  not,  however, 
be  construed  as  reducing  the  amount  of 
butter  which  any  person  is  required  to 
offer  or  deliver,  under  existing  contracts 
or  contracts  subsequently  entered  into 
with  any  designated  agency,  to  any  such 
agency. 

(f)  Records  and  reports.  (1)  The 
Administrator  shall  be  entitled  to  obtain 
such  information  from,  and  require  such 
reports  and  the  keeping  of  such  records 
by,  any  person  as  may  be  necessary  or 
appropriate,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Ad- 
ministrator, for  the  enforcement  or  ad- 
ministration of  the  provisions  of  this 
order,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  the  Budget  in  accordance  with 
the  Federal  Reports  Act  of  1942. 

(2>  Every  person  subject  to  this  order 
shall,  for  at  least  two  years  (or  for  such 
other  period  of  time  as  the  Administra- 
tor may  designate),  maintain  an  accu- 
rate record  of  his  transactions  in  butter. 

(g)  Audits  and  inspections.  The  Ad- 
ministrator shall  be  entitled  to  make 
such  audits  and  inspections  of  the  books, 
records  and  other  writings,  premises  or 
stocks  of  butter  of  any  person  and  to 
make  such  investigations  as  may  be 
necessary  or  appropriate,  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Administrator,  for  the  en- 


forcement or  administration  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  order. 

(h)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  or  unrea- 
sonable hardship  on  him  may  file  a  peti- 
tion for  relief  with  the  Administrator. 
Such  petition  shall  be  addressed  to  Ad- 
ministrator, Production  and  Marketing 
Administration,  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  Washington  25, 
D.  C.  Petitions  for  such  relief  shall  be 
in  writing  and  shall  set  forth  all  perti- 
nent facts  and  the  nature  of  the  relief 
sought.  The  Administrator  may  con- 
sider any  such  petition  and  take  such 
action  with  reference  thereto  that  he 
deems  appropriate,  and  such  action  shall 
be  final. 

(i)  Violations.  Any  person  who  vio- 
lates any  provision  of  this  order  or  of 
any  regulation  or  order  pursuant  hereto, 
may.  in  accordance  with  the  applica- 
ble procedure,  be  prohibited  from  re- 
ceiving, making  any  deliveries  of,  or  using 
butter.  In  addition,  any  person  who  wil- 
fully violates  any  provision  of  this  order 
or  of  any  regulation  or  order  pursuant 
hereto  is  guilty  of  a  crime  and  may  be 
prosecuted  under  any  and  all  applicable 
laws.  Further,  civil  action  may  be  insti- 
tuted to  enforce  any  liability  or  duty 
created  by,  or  to  enjoin  any  violation  of, 
any  provision  of  this  order. 

(j)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  order  and  the  pow- 
ers vested  in  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture of  the  United  States,  insofar  as 
such  powers  relate  to  the  administration 
of  this  order,  are  hereby  delegated  to 
the  Administrator;  and  the  Adminis- 
trator is  hereby  authorized  to  redelegate 
to  any  employee  or  employees  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture any  or  all  of  the  authority  vested 
in  the  Administrator  by  this  order. 

(k)  Communications.  All  reports  to 
be  filed  pursuant  hereto  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order  shall, 
except  as  provided  herein  or  unless  in- 
structions to  the  contrary  are  issued  by 
the  Administrator,  be  addressed  to  the 
Administrator,  Production  and  Market- 
ing Administration,  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  Washington 
25,  D.  C. 

"  (1)  Territorial  scope.  This  order  shall 
apply  only  in  the  area  included  in  the 
48  States  of  the  United  States  and  the 
District  of  Columbia. 

(m)  Effective  date.  This  order  shall 
become  effective  at  12:01  a.  m.,  e.  s.  t., 
May  1,  1946.

Summary  to  WFO-2 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
announced  today  that  producers  of 
creamery  butter  will  be  required  to  set 
aside  20  percent  of  their  May  production 
for  sale  to  military  agencies.  This  action 
was  taken  to  help  the  Army,  Navy  and 
other  war  service  agencies  purchase  but- 
ter urgently  needed  at  this  time.  No 
butter  will  be  set  aside  for  export  ship- 
ment to  foreign  countries. 

Tentative  indications  are  that  the 
military  agencies  will  have  to  purchase 
about  45  million  pounds  of  butter  from 
United  States  supplies  during  1946,  and 


it  is  now  planned  to  operate  the  set  aside 
program  only  during  May  and  June 
when  production  is  seasonally  largest. 
Hence,  the  military  agencies  will  pur- 
chase from  May  and  June  production 
sufficient  supplies  to  cover  their  needs 
through  the  fall  and  winter  months. 
This  arrangement  will  make  it  possible 
for  the  trade  to  store  some  supplies  pro- 
duced in  July  and  August  for  civilian 
consumption  during  later  months  of  sea- 
sonally lower  production.  It  will  also 
make  it  possible  for  civilians  to  receive 
all  the  butter  produced  in  subsequent 
months. 

On  the  basis  of  tentative  estimates, 
supplies  of  creamery  butter  for  civilian 


use  during  May  are  expected  to  approxi- 
mate 95  million  pounds,  which  is  consid- 
erably more  than  has  been  available  dur- 
ing recent  months. 

Arrangements  have  recently  been 
made  for  the  Army  to  obtain  at  least 
part  of  its  requirements  of  butter  for 
troops  overseas  from  Denmark,  and,  if 
possible,  from  Australia  and  New  Zea- 
land. The  total  quantities  involved  may 
approximate  15  million  pounds,  which 
will  result  in  correspondingly  less  pur- 
chases from  our  own  production.  These 
arrangements  have  been  taken  into  ac- 
count in  determining  the  set  aside  plan 
for  1946.

(4)  "Authorized  receiver"  means  any 
person  who  holds  a  letter  of  authority, 
issued  to  him  by  the  Director,  to  receive 
butter  set  aside  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
sions hereof. 

(5)  "Set  aside"  means  to  set  aside  and 
hold  for  sale  and  delivery  to  any  desig- 
nated agency. 

(6)  "Designated  agency"  means  (i) 
the  War  Food  Administration,  includ- 
ing, but  not  limited  to,  any  corporate 
agency  thereof;  (ii)  Dairy  Products 
Marketing  Association,  Inc.;  (iii)  the 
Armed  Services  of  the  United  States  (ex- 
cluding, for  the  purposes  of  this  order,

Director  may  order  of  all  butter  pro- 
duced by  such  person  during  each  such 
subsequent  calendar'  month,  regardless 
of  the  quantity  of  butter  produced  by 
such  person  in  each  such  subsequent  cal- 
endar month. 

(3)  In  the  event  of  a  change  in  own- 
ership with  respect  to  a  creamery,  the 
production  record  of  the  former  owner 
with  respect  to  such  creamery  shall  be 
the  basis  for  reporting  and  setting  aside 
butter  by  the  new  owner;  and  the  pur- 
chaser of  the  creamery  shall  so  report 
and  set  aside  butter  if  (i)  the  person 
from  whom  he  purchased  the  creamery 
was  obligated  to  report  and  set  aside  but- 
ter, or  (ii)  such  purchaser  is  required 
by  other  provisions  hereof  to  report  and 
set  aside  butter. 

(4)  Notwithstanding  the  restrictions 
in  paragraphs  (b)  (1) ,  (2) ,  and  (3)  here- 
of, any  person  required  by  the  provisions 
of  such  paragraphs  to  set  aside  butter 
may,  at  his  option,  sell  and  deliver  all  or 
part  of  the  butter  set  aside  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  hereof  to  any  authorized 
receiver  who  agrees  to  set  aside,  upon 
receipt  of  such  set-aside  butter,  out  of 
butter  owned  by  him,  a  quantity  of  but- 
ter equal  to  the  quantity  of  such  set-aside 
butter  so  sold  and  delivered  to  him,  and 
such  authorized  receiver  shall  so  set 
aside  such  quantity  of  such  butter.

(c)  Inventory  restrictions.  (1)  No 
authorized  receiver  shall,  during  any  cal- 
endar month,  unless  authorized  in  writ- 
ing by  the  Director,  buy,  or  contract  to 
buy,  and  accept  delivery  of  any  quantity 
of  set-aside  butter  which  will  cause  the 
total  quantity  of  set-aside  butter  owned 
by  such  authorized  receiver  on  the  last 
day  of  such  calendar  month  to  exceed 
an  amount  equal  to  the  total  quantity  of 
butter  required  to  be  set  aside  by  such 
authorized  receiver  during  such  calendar 
month  and  the  immediately  preceding 
calendar  month. 


(2)  Each  producer  and  each  author- 
ized receiver,  respectively,  shall  retain  in 
his  possession  at  all  times  a  quantity  of 
set-aside  butter  which  is  equal  to  the 
total  quantity  of  butter  required  to  be 
set  aside  by  each  such  person  minus  the 
quantity  of  set-aside  butter  (i)  sold  and 
delivered  by  each  such  person  to  author- 
ized receivers  or  designated  agencies,  and 
(ii)  released  from  the  set-aside  provi- 
sions hereof. 

(d)  Releases  by  Director.  The  Direc- 
tor may  release  any  butter  from  the  re- 
strictions of  this  order  if  he  determines 
that  no  designated  agency  has  contracted 
for,  or  declared  its  intention  or  desire  to 
contract  for,  such  butter  within  such  pe- 
riod as  may  be  specified  by  the  Director, 
or  that  such  butter  is  not  required  for 
such  agencies.  The  Director  may  issue 
such  administrative  rulings,  regulations, 
interpretations,  and  exemptions,  as  he 
deems  necessary  to  facilitate,  expedite, 
and  accomplish  the  purposes  of  this 
order. 

(e)  Existing  contracts.  The  provi- 
sions of  this  order  and  of  any  regulation 
or  order  issued  in  pursuance  hereof  shall 
be  observed  without  regard  to  contracts 
heretofore  or  hereafter  entered  into  or 
any  rights  accrued  or  payments  made 
thereunder.  This  order  shall  not,  how- 
ever, be  construed  as  reducing  the 
amount  of  butter  which  any  person  is 
required  to  offer  or  deliver,  under  exist- 
ing contracts  or  contracts  subsequently 
entered  into  with  any  designated  agency, 
to  any  such  agency. 

(f)  Records  and  reports.  (1)  The 
Director  shall  be  entitled  to  obtain  such 
information  from,  and  require  such  re- 
ports and  the  keeping  of  such  records 
by  any  person,  as  may  be  necessary  or 
appropriate,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Di- 
rector, for  the  enforcement  or  admin- 
istration of  the  provisions  of  this  order, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Bureau 
of  the  Budget  in  accordance  with  the 
Federal  Reports  Act  of  1942. 

(2)  Every  person  subject  to  this  order 
shall,  for  at  least  two  years  (or  for  such 
other  period  of  time  as  the  Director  may 
designate),  maintain  an  accurate  record 
of  his  transactions  in  butter. 

(g)  Audits  and  inspections.  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  make  such 
audit  or  inspection  of  the  books,  records, 
and  other  writings,  premises  or  stocks  of 
butter  of  any  person  and  to  make  such 
investigations  as  may  be  necessary  or 
appropriate,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Di- 
rector, for  the  enforcement  or  adminis- 
tration of  the  provisions  of  this  order. 

(h)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  or  unreason- 
able hardship  on  him  may  file  a  peti- 
tion for  relief  with  the  Order  Admin- 
istrator. Such  petition  shall  be  ad- 
dressed to  Order  Administrator,  War 
Food  Order  No.  2,  Dairy  and  Poultry 
Branch,  Office  of  Marketing  Services, 
War  Food  Administration,  Washington 
25,  D.  C.  Petition  for  such  relief  shall 
be  in  writing  and  shall  set  forth  all 


pertinent  facts  and  the  nature  of  the 
relief  sought.  The  Order  Administra- 
tor may  take  any  action  with  reference 
to  such  petition  which  is  consistent  with 
the  authority  delegated  to  him  by  the 
Director.  If  the  petitioner  is  dissatisfied 
with  the  action  taken  by  the  Order  Ad- 
ministrator on  the  petition,  he  shall  ob- 
tain, by  requesting  the  Order  Adminis- 
trator therefor,  a  review  of  such  action 
by  the  Director.

Butter  Order  Amended  (Amend.  5, 
WFO  2) 

The  War  Pood  Administration  an- 
nounced today  that  the  butter  set  aside 
order  (WFO  2)  has  been  amended,  effec- 
tive April  1,  to  provide  for  reauthoriza- 
tion of  butter  receivers,  and  to  move  up 
by  one  year  the  start  of  the  period  used 
to  determine  which  creameries  will  be 
subject  to  the  order. 

Present  authorizations  to  receive  but- 


ter set  aside  under  WFO  2  will  expire 
March  31.  Persons  wishing  to  act  as  re- 
ceivers for  set  aside  butter  after  that 
date  must  be  reauthorized.  Applications 
for  reauthorization  and  instructions  for 
filing  have  been  sent  to  all  receivers 
whose  certification  will  terminate  on 
March  31. 

WFA  officials  explained  that  the  start 
of  the  base  period  is  being  changed  so 
that  the  question  as  to  whether  a  manu- 
facturer's production  is  large  enough  to 
require  him  to  set  aside  part  of  his  pro- 
duction for  war  purposes  may  be  deter- 


mined on  the  basis  of  more  recent  pro- 
duction data.  The  new  base  period  be- 
gins with  April  1,  1944. 

For  those  manufacturers  who  pro- 
duced more  than  12,000  pounds  of  butter 
in  any  month  since  the  start  of  the  new 
base  period,  the  set  aside  quotas  for  April 
and  May,  as  recently  announced  by  the 
WFA,  are  40  percent  and  55  percent  of 
monthly  production,  respectively.  Man- 
ufacturers who  produce  12,000  pounds  in 
any  month  after  March  1945  must  set 
aside  the  applicable  percentage  in  each 
subsequent  month.

Summary  to  WFO  2-3 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
announced  today  that  creameries  will 
be  required  to  set  aside  20  percent  of 
their  butter  production  during  June  for 
sale  to  military  and  war  service  agencies. 
This  is  the  same  set-aside  percentage 
as  that  now  in  effect  for  May. 


No  additional  set- aside  requirements 
beyond  June  are  anticipated,  since  it 
appears  that  Government  requirements 
will  be  fulfilled  on  the  basis  of  the  20  per- 
cent set-aside  during  each  of  the  months 
of  May  and  June.  However,  sales  of 
butter  to  Government  agencies  thus  far 
in  May  have  been  considerably  smaller 
than  expected,  ar.ri  Department  officials 


have  urged  creameries  and  assemblers 
to  make  every  effort  to  speed  up  deliver- 
ies of  set-aside  butter. 

According  to  tentative  estimates,  sup- 
plies of  creamery  butter  for  civilian  con- 
sumption during  June  will  approximate 
90  million  pounds,  or  about  the  same  as 
now  estimated  for  the  month  of  May.

War  Food  Administration, 
Summary  to  WFO  2-5. 

The  War  Food  Administration  has  an- 
nounced that  40  percent  of  May  and  50 
percent  of  June  butter  production  will 
be  reserved  for  direct  war  uses. 

This  action,  included  in  War  Food 
Order  2.1,  carries  out  the  plan  for  the 
Armed  Forces  and  other  government  war 
agencies  to  buy  enough  butter  during  the 
heavy  producing  summer  months  to  meet 
most  of  their  needs  through  the  following 
winter  so  that  civilians  will  receive  a 
fairly  steady  supply  throughout  the  year. 
Production  normally  reaches  a  seasonal 
peak  in  June  when  it  is  about  double  the 
production  in  the  lowest  producing 
winter  month. 

About  85  percent  of  the  butter  reserved 
for  government  agencies  in  1944 — repre- 


senting about  17  percent  of  the  total  U.  S. 
annual  production  of  creamery  butter — 
will  go  to  the  U.  S.  Armed  Forces  and 
other  war  services,  including  the  Army, 
Navy,  Marine  Corps,  Coast  Guard,  Vet- 
erans' Administration,  and  War  Shipping 
Administration.  The  other  15  percent  of 
the  set  aside  butter — representing  only  3 
percent  of  the  annual  production — will 
be  purchased  by  WFA  to  complete  the 
lend-lease,  territorial,  and  Red  Cross  al- 
locations for  the  next  12  months. 

Government  war  agencies  will  require 
less  butter  from  1944  production  than 
purchased  last  year.  Early  in  1943  these 
agencies  bought  butter  only  to  meet  cur- 
rent needs  and  then  bought  heavily  dur- 
ing the  summer  to  acquire  supplies  for 
winter  requirements.   For  that  reason,  it 


was  not  necessary  to  buy  any  butter  pro- 
duced from  October  1,  1943  through 
March  31,  1944.  As  a  result,  civilians 
are  receiving  all  of  the  estimated  120 
million  pounds  of  creamery  butter  pro- 
duced in  March  and  will  receive  about  an 
equal  quantity  from  April  production 
since  the  set  aside  percentage  this  month 
is  only  10  percent  and  butter  production 
is  higher  than  in  March.  (In  addition 
to  creamery  butter  production,  it  is  esti- 
mated that  27  million  pounds  of  farm 
butter  was  available  to  civilians  from 
March  production  and  about  29  million 
will  be  available  from  April  production.) 
As  announced  March  2,  the  civilian  allo- 
cation for  April  through  June  is  432 
million  pounds  (farm  and  creamery  but- 
ter) compared  with  410  million  pounds 
for  the  January  through  March  period.

War  Food  Administration, 
Summary  to  WFO  2-6. 

The  War  Food  Administration  an- 
nounced today  that  45  percent  of  July 
and  30  percent  of  August  butter  pro- 
duction and  60  percent  of  July  and  Au- 
gust Cheddar  cheese  production  will  be 
reserved  for  direct  war  uses.  This  was 
made  effective  by  issuing  War  Food  Or- 
ders 2-6  for  butter  and  15-8  for  cheese. 

The  action  continues  the  plan  of  the 
Armed  Services  and  other  Government 
agencies  to  buy  during  the  heavy  pro- 
ducing summer  months  enough  butter 
to  meet  their  needs  through  the  follow- 
ing winter,  and  also  to  buy  during  the 
summer  most  of  their  winter  needs  for 


cheese.  This  plan  makes  it  possible  for 
civilians  to  receive  reasonably  steady 
supplies  throughout  the  year.  Because 
of  the  wide  seasonal  variation  in  produc- 
tion, civilian  supplies  would  be  relatively 
large  in  summer  and  extremely  short  in 
winter  if  Government  agencies  bought 
these  products  currently  as  needed. 

U.  S.  war  services  will  receive  most  of 
the  1944  set  aside  butter  or  about  17  per- 
cent of  the  annual  production  of  cream- 
ery butter.  WFA  will  buy  about  3  per- 
cent of  annual  production  for  lend-lease 
and  territorial  requirements.  Civilians 
will  receive  about  the  same  quantity  from 
July  and  August  butter  production  as 
from  May  and  June  production,  but  they 


are  expected  to  get  somewhat  more  Ched- 
dar cheese  from  July  and  August  pro- 
duction than  the  average  supply  which 
has  been  available  to  them  during  the 
past  12  months. 

Because  Government  agencies  followed 
a  similar  plan  last  year  and  acquired 
sufficient  supplies  to  meet  their  needs 
through  early  1944,  it  has  not  been  neces- 
sary to  set  aside  for  them  as  large  pro- 
portions of  production  this  year  as  in 
1943.  Last  year  50  percent  of  July  and 
30  percent  of  August  butter  production 
was  set  aside  while  70  percent  of  July 
and  60  percent  of  August  cheese  pro- 
duction was  set  aside  for  Government 
agencies.

War  Pood  Administration  summary  to 
WFO  2-7 

Manufacturers  of  creamery  butter  will 
be  required  to  set  aside  for  war  uses  20 
percent  of  their  production  in  Septem- 
ber, the  War  Food  Administration  said 
today. 

In  line  with  WFA  policy  of  asking  but- 
ter producers  to  reserve  less  butter  dur- 
ing the  months  of  seasonally  declining 


production,  the  September  quota  is  lower 
than  the  30  percent  required  to  be  set 
aside  during  August. 

The  set-aside  quota  in  September 
1943  also  was  20  percent.  However,  WFA 
says  it  probably  will  be  necessary  to  con- 
tinue the  set-aside  program  during 
October  this  year  in  contrast  to  last  year 
when  Government  agencies  bought  no 
butter  produced  after  September  except 


small  amounts  offered  in  fulfillment  of 
previous  commitments. 

A  sharp  drop  in  butter  production  so 
far  this  year  compared  with  last  year  has 
made  it  necessary  that  Government 
agencies  continue  in  the  butter  market, 
the  WFA  said,  in  order  to  assure  meeting 
requirements  during  the  lowest  produc- 
tion months  when  the  entire  output  is 
made  available  for  civilians.

War  Food  Administration, 
Summary  to  WFO-2-8. 

To  meet  urgent  military  requirements 
20  percent  of  the  creamery  butter  pro- 
duced in  February  and  25  percent  in 
March  were  set  aside  for  sale  to  govern- 
ment agencies,  the  War  Food  Adminis- 
tration announced  today.  This  action 
was  necessary  officials  stated  to  provide 
supplies  urgently  needed  for  shipment 
overseas  to  our  armed  forces. 

The  War  Food  Administration  pointed 


out  that  any  non  set-aside  butter  which 
may  be  delivered  to  government  agencies 
during  January  could  be  credited  against 
set-aside  obligations  in  February  and 
March.  This  is  designed  to  encourage 
immediate  sales  of  butter  needed  by  gov- 
ernment agencies,  thereby  making  it  un- 
necessary to  establish  a  set-aside  quota 
during  the  last  half  of  January. 

Civilian  supplies  of  butter  will  be  re- 
duced during  February  and  March,  of- 
ficials indicated,  and  added  that  with 
war  requirements  continuing  to  increase 


there  was  little  hope  of  improvement  in 
the  butter  situation  for  civilian  con- 
sumption. 

The  butter  set-aside  program  during 
1945  will  be  operated  in  a  manner  similar 
to  that  of  last  year,  the  War  Food  Ad- 
ministration stated,  with  the  set-aside 
quotas  adjusted  each  month  in  accord- 
ance with  seasonal  changes  in  produc- 
tion.

The  War  Food  Administration  an- 
nounced today  that  the  butter  set-aside 
quota  for  April  will  be  40  percent  of  pro- 
duction and  for  May  55  percent  of  pro- 
duction.   Previously,  during  February 


and  March,  the  sec-aside  percentages 
were  20  and  25  percent  respectively. 

Officials  indicated  that  War  require- 
ments for  butter  this  year  will  be  much 
higher  than  last  year,  largely  for  ship- 
ment overseas  to  our  Armed  Forces.

The  War  Food  Administration  an- 
nounced today  that  55  percent  of  June 
and  50  percent  of  July  creamery  butter 
production  and  70  percent  of  June  Ched- 
dar cheese  production  will  be  reserved 
for  sale  to  Government  agencies.  These 
were  made  effective  by  issuing  War  Food 
Orders  2.10  for  butter  and  15.16  for 
cheese. 

These  quotas,  officials  indicated,  were 
established  in  accordance  with  the  policy 
of  war  procurement  agencies  to  obtain 


the  bulk  of  their  yearly  requirements 
during  the  months  when  production  is 
highest.  This  plan  makes  it  possible  for 
civilians  to  receive  reasonably  steady 
monthly  supplies  throughout  the  year. 
Because  of  the  wide  seasonal  variation 
in  production,  civilian  supplies  would  be 
relatively  large  in  summer  and  extremely 
short  in  winter  if  Government  agencies 
bought  these  products  currently  as 
needed. 

Supplies  of  creamery  butter  for  civil- 
ians during  June  and  July  are  expected 
to  average  80  millions  pounds  each 
month,  which  is  about  the  same  quantity 


estimated  to  have  been  distributed  dur- 
ing April  and  May.  Civilian  supplies  of 
Cheddar  cheese  during  June  are  ex- 
pected to  continue  at  about  the  same 
level  as  in  recent  months — approxi- 
mately 36  million  pounds. 

War  requirements  for  butter  and 
cheese  are  higher  than  at  any  previous 
time,  officials  stated,  and  for  this  reason 
set-aside  quotas  are  somewhat  higher 
than  last  year.
